A city librarian to take charge 
of the new Menlo Park library 
when it is opened in July and to 
be directly responsible to the city 
manager for its operation is to 
be sought in the near future, city 
councilmen decided Tuesday ‘night. 
Mechanics of how the city em- 
ployee will work alongside the 
county-employee librarian. now in 
charge of the Menlo Park branch 
at 631 Menlo avenue are yet to be 
worked out; the new full-time 
employee, councilmen agreed, 
should replace part-time workers 
who have formed a major part of 
the staff at the present facility. 
The council will formally de- 
clare that an opening for a 
librarian exists, and have the per- 
onnel board call for applicants, 
it the group’s next formal meet- 
ing. \ 
The creation of the new post 
was asked by City Manager C, L. 
Longson, who said he felt that 
whoever is in charge of the | 
library should be a city em- 
ployee, direcily responsible to 
himself.

Menlo Park city councilmen are 
currently studying the possibility 
of raising city employees’ pay five 
percent. 

City Manager C. L. Longson 


| told them Tuesday night that most 


Peninsula cities appear to be con- 
templating such raises, on the 
basis of a 4.7 per cent rise. in. 
the cost of living during the past. 
year, announced earlier this 
month by the US department of 
labor statistics. : 

Most other Peninsula cities 
appear to have wage adjustments 
in the works, he added. At pres- 
ent municipal employees here are 
payed wages “somewhere in. the 
‘average’ bracket, but a little low 
in some cases,” 


He did not give a total figure 
as to what the cost of the raise 
would be. 

Mayor William R. Lawson said 
yesterday that the city has gener- 
ally gone along with others in the 
area, but said he hasn’t learned 
whether or not figures to allow 
for such a large increase are fig- 
ured in the proposed city bud- 
get, but observed that the city 
has had to increase wages some- 
where every year since he’s been 
on the city council.
